Combining work experience and academic study in 
varying degrees, the Vocational School offers a wide 
variety of training, including auto body and auto me- 
chanics, mill carpentry shop, drafting, machine shop, 
welding, sheet metal work, printing, household arts and 
cooperative distributive education. 

In the senior year the department, whenever possible, 
place students in cooperative job training programs in 
local business and industrial firms. Many of these projects 
lead to jobs after graduation. 

Each year the equipment in all departments is renewed 
and augmented. This year, however, the Printing Depart- 
ment is elated with the acquisition of an AFT typesetter 
and an AFT photosetter ($19,000 is the value of both 
machines). With this equipment the students in the print 
shop have the opportunity to work with machinery that 
would be the envy of any private shop.
